The 
only reduction possible was in public 
works, and this was certainly not de- 
tirable. The sum at our disposal was 
totally inadequate. 

Mr. McDonald saii there was a use- 
less waste of money. 

(Mr. Lake said no doubt the hon. 
member would lay some facts before 
the house in support of that state-

ment as a business government, 
among other matters referred to the 
death of the Quéer; the contingents 
in South Africa, the increase of immi- 
gration and the loss the Territories 
had. sustained in Mr. Ross. 

Mr. Rosenroll seconded in an able 
speech. 

Mr. D. H. McDonald, leader of the 
opposition, congratulated the mover 
and seconder on ‘heir speeches. He 
concurred in what had been said about 
the Queen, and the Canadian soldiers 
in South Africa. Very little practical 
sympathy had however been shown the 
latter, and later on he would move a 
memorial that at any rate the western 
soldiers should have free grants of land 
in recognition of their services. Anoth- 
er omission from the speech was that 
no reference was made to the visit of 
the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall. He 
took exception to Mr. Lake’s descrip- 
tion of a business government. Public 
works were done when Jabor was high 
and scarce, the days short and frosi 
in the ground. The Red Deer and Dog 
Pond bridges were carried away. This 
must be the fault of the government 
engineers. The opposition would give 
every assistance possible in the maiter 
of hai! insurance. 

Mr. Haultain replied. He accepted 
the proposal to memorialize for free 
grants for the soldiers as a good one. 
No official] intumation had beea received 
of the visit of the Duke and Duchess of 
Cornwall. He defended the government 
from the charge of unbusiness-like 
methods, and claimed the right to take 
part in federal elections so Jong as he 
dij not negiect his duties. 

Motion was adopted without a di- 
vision.

Emigrants come by the hundreds 
but they go out as quickly as they 
come. Here and there we meet poor 
children crying and lamenting, some 
are hungry, and cthers are cold, We 
have @see it in order to believe.” “All 
those who come and stay, do so _he- 
cause they are too poor to go back to 
old America where everybody has such 
a good time, | am just back from a 
trip to the country to see some land. 
We came very near dying, we were al! 
so sick; we did not get anything to 
eat for four days. We went about 75 
miles through valleys, hills, mountains, 
etc. 1 invite you to come and see it 
if you think you would like it. For 
miy part I will leave it ae soon as I 
get the chance. 


Our agent is the most dishonest man 
and iowest fellow that ever existed. 
He promised us he would furnish a 
team from the government free of 
charge to get out to see land, but af- 
ter we got here we found we had to 
pay $6 per day for a team and he even 
cheated us on our tickets 1s much{ as 
he could. I have not slept in a bed 
sinc I left. I would like to see my- 
self back in America, but it is too late. 
I will have to stand it awhile. Your 
friend, Phillip Trudel!. 

Another letter of the same or even 
more maliciously false character, ap- 
peared in a later issue of the same 
paper. This second letter purported to 
be signed by Trudel! and three other 
members of the same party. 

Trudell, when taxed with the writing 
of the first letter deuied it; and the 
emphatic denial of the other members 
of the party of their complicity in the 
second communication is contained in 
the following letter which appeared 
in the paper in which the first letters 
were published: 


“In your issue of the 25th inst., ap- 
peared an article from Alberta: 
bearing the name of Philip Tru- 
dell; which we as members of the 
same party who left here in charge 
of Mr. Jonn A. Flanagan, Canadian 
government agent, on April 9, wish 
to brand as an infamous tissue of 
falsehoods from beginuing to end. 
We will take his statements one 
by one as they appear in this letter 
and will give the actual ‘facts, 
which can be borne out by the fre- 
sponsible men in our party. In the 
first piace neitber sowing or plant- 
ing wa; in progress in Minnesota 
as we passed through on our way 
west. On our return trip some ten 
days later, some seeding of grain 
was going on. When we passed 
through Moose Jaw there was no 
snow, nor did we see the ground 
covered with snow at any time dur- 
ing our trip. We did not land in 
Wetaskiwin in the middie of winter 
as Trudell states, There were no 
snow storms uear Wetaskiwin while 
we were there; alilhough we heard 
of a snow fall in Calgary on_ the 
13th and 14th; but on the 18th as 
we passed through the same place 
on our return, there were no signs 
of snow. As to all kinds of sick- 
ness being prevalent, that is cer- 
tainly. a lie of the first water. There 
were a few isolated cases of small 
pox, which bad been brought into 
the country, but the prompt action 
of the Canadian government ‘has 
checked the spresd of it. The  ho- 
tels and boarding houses are taxed 
to\their utmost so great is the rush 
ef settlers, but mo one is compelled 
to sleep out of doors, There is a 
very large terit with a good raised 
floor ‘»side, and a cooking stove 
furrished by the government for 
ihe free use of settlers. Emigranis 
were certainly coming by the hun- 
dreds, but we neither saw nor heard 


of any going out. We saw ho 
poor children crying or lamenting 
with cold or bunger. There were 
none in our party too poor ta go 
back, had they so wished, except 
possibly the writer of that article. 
We left Wetaskw on the 18th, 


and up ‘to that time Trudell had 
not gone out on a four days trip io 
see the country. As his letter jis 
dated the 20th, it is plainly impos- 
sible for him to have made a four 
days trip (in two days time) We 
ourselves, drove out in company with 
Mr. Flanagan, for three days, during 
which we suffered no hardships 
and always found some _ hospitabie 
rancher ready to satisfy “our inner 
man.” As to the slandering remarks 
made about Agent Flanagan, . we 
can assert, a more gentlemanly, 
pains-taking official can be found 
nowhere, During the whole _  jour- 
ney out, and while there, he did all 
he agreed to. He ‘took an individ- 
ual interest, and attended to the 
wants and comforts of every one in 
the party. The practical and Te- 
sponsible men of the party will 
vouch for his (Mr. Flanagan's) 
integrity. There owas no way 
possible for Mr. Flanagan to cheat 
any one on the tickets, as Mr. C. D. 
Harper, of the Central -Ry., was the 
one who issued the tickets to Portal, 


an d received the money therefor. 
On arr'val at Portal (the boundary 
line) the C. P. Ry. agent there re- 


ceived the money for tickets issued 
to Wetaskiwin. As to the teams to 
be furnished, we were informed that 
the government had _ diccontinued 
this practice.

ber amongst those who would be ex- 
pected to form the backbone and sinew 
of the country should their services be 
needed. 

Discontent at present prevails 
through the government overlooking 
these men who were willing when their 
services were required, and would be 
now. But an acknowledgement by the 
government of their services rendered 
would fill a long feit want and one 
that would be the cause of an outburst 
of popularity and contentment through 
the country. The writer could enum- 
erate several episodes of this. He was 
also one of the peelers present under 
Col. Otter at Cut Knife Hill, Battle- 
ford, and with Col. Herchwer on Ahe 
march to join Gen. Middleton at 
Frenchman’s Butte east of Fort Pitt: 
also participated in the march to re- 
lieve then Insp. Steele, who had fol- 
lowed Big Bear's outfit to Loon lake, 
and the work performed ut that time 
by the N. W. M. Police was similar to 
what has been done recently in South 
Africa by the coloriais and mounted 
parties when acting as scouts and 
feelers for the main body.

In conclusion I hope that 
this neglect of 1885, to grant scrip to 
the N. W. M. Police, who were under 
fire will be remedied now,. and give 
honor to those to whom honor is due,

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AS TO THE INTERPRETATION OF CONTRACTS 
~ It will be remembered 


parliament to interpret the words 
used in the C. P. R. contract regard- 
ing’ the taxation of C. P. R. lands, a 
numer of t+gal lights in the house 
held up their hands in holy horror at 
the bare :dea of parliament doing any- 
thing so unheard of or iniquitous as 
interpret its own contracts. But it 
now. transpires that the iniquity is 
not in the fact of irterpretation, but 
rests on the point whether the inter- 
pretat‘on is in favor of the company 
or of the cou~try. If in favor of the 
former it is quite alowable, but if in 
favor of the latter *f is iniquitous. 
During the debate’ on a proposition br 
Scott, West Assiniboia, Tisdale, , con- 
Servative ex-cabinet minister, rung in 
again the objection to the interpreta- 
lion of contracts which had served the 
corporation interests so well on the 
previous occasion. The rest of the 
story is told by Hansard as follows; 

Mr. Richard-on. (Lisgar). I quite 

realize that in trespassing again upon 
the: time of the committee, { owe them 
an, apology; but I cannot allow: the re- 
marks of the hon. member for South 
Norfolk (Hon. Mr. ‘lisdale) to go with- 
out a word in reply. The hon. gentle- 
Inan waxed very warm indeed—I have 
no doubt his heart was burning with 
patriotic fire—when he informed_ this 
house that rather than interpret a con- 
tract or do anything of that kind he 
jwould be quite willing to resign his 
seat and retire ipto obscurity. I hold 
in my hand “Hansard” of 1894, in 
which) I findja speech of the bon. gen- 
tleman's in support of a bill which! was 
introduced by the hon. member for 
Lanark (Mr. Haggart), then minister 
of railways and canals, to interpret a 
clause in the Canadian Pacific railway 
charter, Let me explain the position. 
There was a clause in the original 
charter of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way which enabled the company to im- 
port free of duty all the material re- 
guired for the construction of the road. 
Zhe road was completed in 1884, ‘or 
1886, and an order in council was pass- 
passed by the then government de- 
clarirg the road to be completed, and 
the subsidies were fiually paid. Sub- 
sequently it occurred to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company that it 
would be desirable tc construct some 
iron and steel bridges on the railway, 
and they asked the government to be 
allowed under the old clause to import 
the materials for those bridges free of 
duty. The government declined. Sir 
John Thompson, who was then minister 
of justice and premier, repurted that it 
would be impossible for the govern- 
ment to allow that under the contract, 
because they had passed an order in 
council declaring the road to be com- 
pleted, and had paid the subsidies. The 
hon .member for Lanark, then minister 
of railways and canals, got over the 
difficulty, by introducing a bill to this 
effect: 

“That it is expedient to provide that 
the words ‘original construction’ in 
seciion 1 of chapter 7 cf thetstatutes of 
1882, respectiag: the allowance of draw- 
back one rein articles manufactured 
in Canada for &3e in the construction of 
the Canadian Pacific railway, Shall be 
construed to exteni and include the 
first iron or steel bridgs erected in a 
locality, but not to any renewal or re- 
pair thereof.” 

jHwre was a clause in the Canadian 
Pacific railway charter which was ab- 
soluiely clear. “Original construction” 
were ths words used; and when my hon. 
friend from Lanark introduced a bill 
to construe those words, interfering 
with what the right hon. the premier 
would call vested rights—— 


The Prime Minister. Not a bit of it, 


Mr. Richardson (Lisgar). Anyway, 
there can be no doubt upon this point. 

Hon. Mr. Haggart. Cannot you sce 
the distinction ? 

Mr. Richardson (Lisgar}. No. Allow 
me to finish my argument. The clause 
was perfestly clear; it said that the 
material to be used in the original con- 
struction should come in free of duty. 
The road is completed, the minister of 
justice reports that it has heen com- 
pleted, and the order in council is pass- 
ed, declaring that it has been complet- 
ed. Then my hon. friend from Lanark 
introduced a bill to construe that; and, 
as it was in the interest of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, the hon. member 
Yor South Norfolk stood up and ex- 
pressed himself in this language: 

“T regret thai I cannet see thiy mat- 
ter in the same way as the member of 
Norih Simcoe (Mr. McCarthy). 

Dalton McCarthy had taken strong 
ground against the bill, denouncing it 
as the interpretation of a coitract. The 
hon. member for South Norfolk went 


on: Cok eS oe 

“In my opinion, it ought to be con- 
sidered in a broader way than the 
strictest technical construction which 
he wishes parliament to apply to this 
matter.” : bi 

Of course, when the interests of the 
Canadian Pacific railway are at stake, 
the contract is to be considered in a 
broad way; but when 1 introduced a 
bill the other day to interpret a clause 
which parliament and every man in 
this country understood to mean twen- 
tiy years from the date of the contract, 
my hon. frie got up and denounced 
it—he is a dangerous man, this member 
for Lisgar; he wants to interfere with 
the vested rights of the Canadian Paci- 
fic railway. But to-day the hon. gen- 
tleman tells us that she will resign his

jweeks ago when Richardson, M. P. for 
Lisgar, Manitoba, introduced a bill in 


seat in parliament rather than con- 
strue a contract. I contend, in view 
of the case I have made against the 
hon. gentleman, that he is absolutely 
out of court. He is quite willing on 
every occasion to stand up here and 
advocate the rights of the Canadian 
Pacific railway; but when we from the 
Northwest, who have seen how the 
settlers have borne the burden and 
heat of the daly, stard up to defend 
their interests, he undertakes to lec- 
ture us. 1 consider his lecture quite 
uncalled for, and I resent it. j 
cheats tnleraitinliane 
ELECTRIC RAILWAYS 
AS FREIGHT CARRIERS 

The following interesting article is 
from the New York Post, and is of par- 
ticular interest in view of the electric 
line which it is proposed to build and 
operate in the vicinity of Edmonton. 


Ever since the amazing growth of 
electric railway systems began, a dozen 
Fears ugo attention has been cegtered 
upon their “apacity as passenger-car- 
riers. Until the past two years little 
effort has been bestowed upon the de- 
velopment of freight traffic upon them, 
even along lines where much opportu- 
ritly for the upbuilding of an impor- 
tant transportation business exists. It 
is not strange, perhaps, that the extra- 
ordinary advantages of the electric 
railway as a means of transporting 
persons should have overshadowed its 
lesser, but still very great, value as a 
cartier of gouds. for the first half of 
the period since the exploitation of 
trolley roads tegan—that is, up to five 
ox six years o9go—the electric car was 
confined to city streets. Its appearance 
on country highways is of more recent 
date. ' 

Coincident with the coming of ihe 
trolley line into rural aistricts, “the 
farmers and dairymen, truckers and 
gardeners, whose proauce is sold in 
ibe, fily, began to appreciate the value 
tq Them Of ihe tiauspurtation service 
(hat might be arranged upon the elec- 
tric tracs 3 iu’, Curvousiy euouga, the 
elecirlc-railway companies did not as 
quickly realize the valuable traftic in 
treagnt that mgat be secured by mak- 
log provis'ons tor its handling. Lt ia 
ouwty, Of jaie that they have vegun to 
pay atten*ton to the matter, with the 
result that services are beiug introduc- 
eé4in a number cf places cuat bid fair 
to revolv‘ionize the conditions upder 
Which the farmer works. 

The man with a farm anywhere from 
five to twenty-tive or ‘more miles 
from a cener oO consumption is 


at the mercy of conditions that 
can be ameloriated only by bet- 
ter trafsportation § facilities. ‘he 


average road in country districts in 
the, United States is such that the ac- 
tual cost of handling freights on it by 
animal power ranges between fifteen 
and fifty cents » ton-mile, with a ten- 
dency to remain close to the latter fig- 
ure. In addition to this burden of cost, 
which must be paid by consumer or 
producer (generally the Jatter, if pro- 
duce from some district better provid- 
ed with shipping facilities competes 
with his offerings in his own market), 
there is the weather to contend with. 
Bad weather or muddy roads result in 
a\ short market, with high prices; good 
weather, allowing produce to be carted 
in, gluts the market and lowers prices 
for the guveds. Hence the farmer sells 
his chickens and eggs, his fresh vegeta- 
bles. and fruits, at the lowest prices, 
while the gommission man or whole- 
saler, with facilities for storage, can 
take advantage of the higher quota- 
tions. So long.as the rural producer is 
handicapped by such conditions, he can- 
not control his own market, because he 
cannot be sure of bis deliveries at any 
time. 
How swiftly farmers will avaii them- 
selves of the opportunity to escape the 
bondage of bad roads and excessive cost 
in freighting their produce may be seen 
im the case of an electric line running 
out of Cleveland, O. This line com- 
prises, in all its branches, a total of 
sixty miles of track, and was built'asa 
passenger road. Agriculturists along 
its lines demanded freight service, Ind 
a night freight-car was put on td carry 
milk into ine city. It succeeded, .and 
another was cdded. Then combination 
cars were put on in the dayti warry- 
ing express freights in tl® Taggage 
compartments. Later two-car trains, 
one car for passengers and another for 
freight, weve found to pay. It was 
soon discovered that the farmers made 
a market for return freights, such as 


agricultural implements, fertilizers, 
coa , and all kinds of manufactured 
artic:es. ‘To-day one-fourth to one- 


third of the tota’ gross income of the 
Cleveland, and Eastern Electric rail- 
road is €erived from its freight service. 

This is “he rail'way company’s side 
of, *t; to the farmers aloug the line it 
means much more. Instead of a day’s 
work for a wagon and team and driver. 
cosiing in the neighborhood of two dol- 
lars to transport one load of milk or 
cabbages to market, they pay from five 
to twenty cents a ton-mile for rapid 
service. With telephones on _ their 
farms connected with the city, 
they are enab'+d to communicate di- 
rectly with their commission brokers, 
and ship what is needed with the cer- 
taintv of a profit. ‘The public also 
benefits from having a market which 
iy both more equable and stocked with 
fresher and less travel-worn produce. 

All this touches directly a question 
of, vital importance. Cities must be fed, 
and to feed them men must till the 
ground. If these men do not find a 
profit ia their labor, they will seek oth- 
en fields of industry. Most likely they 
will go to the city, to become comsum- 
ers of food, instead of producers; end 
the price of living wili rise, making the 
struggle for existence harder, and the 
crowding out of the less favored ones 
swifter and more certain. On the 
other hand, increasing the potential- 
ities of the farmer by giving him the 
benefit of scientific discovery, renders 
his position in the community better, 
attracts more men to the soil as a 
means of livlihood, makes food cheaper 
and thus benefits the entire commun 
ity. 

That the trolley road is jo become an 
industrial fastor of extreme impori4 
anee along such lines as these, no one 
observing present conditions can deny. 
The New Eng'and and Middle Western 
States are fast being covered with net- 
works of electric railways, running, for 
the most part, along the highways. As 
soon as these lines are equipped with 
freight cars and freight terminal sta- 
tions, the much vexed problem of good 
roads will be solved, so far as the mat- 
ten of drawing heavy loads is concern- 
ed. The agitation for improved roads, 
continued for a generatiop past, has 


= 
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done much towards the amelioration 
of our highways; but the best roads 
and draught animals in the world can 
not compete with the steel track and 
the electric motor as freight-carriers. 
In the twentieth century it is an an- 
achronism to rely upon the horse. The 
ubiquitous trolley will free him in the 
country lane, as it has in the city 
street. j :

CONDITIONS CN WHICH RAILWAY 
CROSSES THE BRIDGE 


In a letter to the president of the 
liberal association, H. C. Taylor, in 
anower tp a telegram from the associa- 
tion, Frank Oliver, M. P., writes under 
date of May 3rd, ®xplaining the delay 
in the signing of the agreement re the 
railway extension across the river.

THE COST OF 1HE WAR. 

An idea of the serious financial un- 
dertaking of a modern war is indicated 
by, the following extract from the bud- 
get speech of the British chancellor of 
the, exchequer: 

The budget estumite of the exchequer 
expenditure was £150,061,000. Since 
then there have been supp/ementary 
estimates of £30,704,000 for the army 
for the wars in South Africa and China 
and £578,000 for the consolidated fund 
services, and interest on the new. debt. 
There have been large additional civil 
service supplementary estimates, large- 
ly due to the wars in Ashanti and East 
Africa. There have been £2,519,000 
supplementary, estimates for the navy, 
owing to the necessity for providing 
increased reserves of @uns, munitions, 
Pand stores, and the high price off coal. 
So that the total estimated expendi- 
ture of the year has amounted to £1835,- 
178,000. If we deduct from that a 
saving of £1,586,000 we come to a total 
excheguer expenditure of £183 992,000. 
Out of this over one-third was war ex- 
penditure. If we deduct the exchequer 
revenue of £130,385,000 from the total 
expenditure we find a deficit from last 
year of £58,207,000, showing that we 
have paid £15,413,000 out of revenue 
towards the cost of the war. Tha de- 
ficit was raised by, £26,969,000 from the 
war loan, £20,194,000 from exchequer 
bonds, and £5,000,000 from treasury 
bills, and the balance of £1, 41,000 was 
temporarily borrowed on ways and 
means pending ihe receipt of ihe final 
instalment from the exchequer bonds 
authorized last Decempber,, amounting 
to £3,230,000, which was received this 
month. The total dmount provided by 
the) state last year came to the enor- 
mous sum of £198,246,000. Now, | come
